doughhead who lays the blame to 
the working class, as a result of 
their demand for an increased 
rate in their money wages. 
Panics have become a recogniz- 
ed part in our social life. In fact 
panics scem to pay little atten- 
tion to sun spots, cost of high 
living, monetary systems or the 
| demand of the workers for a Ligh 
er wage. Ft is truc that

have increased in the past ten 
or thirteen years. However, it 
remains « fact that the cost of 


living has advanced twice as fast 
as wayes, thus leaving the work- 
ing class’ in a worse position 
than formerly. The fault 
does not lie in the demand for 
more wages, but réther is to be 
found in the cotttrad}etion cf the 
capitalist system.

Wealth is the product cf labor, 
human. ‘labor power, nervous, 
mental and physical cnergies. 
These eneryies have been sold to 
the capitalist at the market 
price, which constitutes wages. 


Labor power, the only commod- 
ity the worker has ,to sell, has 
produced:a surplus of $550,000 
in excess of the wages received. 
Che worker cannot buy back the 
product. he has produced. The 
capitalist’ cannot use it, conse- 


quently the capitalist finds him-,| 


self over a course of years with 
a surpltts on hand for which he 
can find no market. ‘The limita- 
tion imposed upon the consumpt- 
ive capacity of society by the 
mode of capitalist production is 
found in the wage system. ‘The 
greater the forces of production 
are developed by capitalism, the 
smaller becomes the relative por- 
tion received by the working 
class in wages. Seventy years 
ago the wage working class _ re- 
ceived 83 per cent. cf the total 
production in wages, while to- 
day in Canada they receive only 
22 per cetit., and in the United 
States, 17 per cent.

Manifestly the only way to cure 
crises is to remove the cause. lf 
the instruments with which the 
work of the world is done were 
owned by the workers in common 
a erisis would be impossible. If 
the workers owned the things 
with which they worked and_re- 
ceived the eatire product, they 
would always be able to buy the 
entire product for their own use. 
Consequently there could be no 
over-production, no loss of 
fidence, no crisis. 

Let me illustrate. Let us sup- 
pose that the value of the entire 
product produced by 1,000,000 
workers representing the wealth 
producers of 8,000,000 of people 
in this country, say in one year, 
working six or seven hours a day, 
with the best and most highly de- 
veloped method of co-operative 
labor, represents $2,000,000 000. 
A simple sum in’ division will re- 
veal immediately that a million 
wealth producers would receive 
checks equal to the product pro- 
duced, or an average of $2,000 
for cach and every worker. 

It therctore becomes plain that 
the only solution for the world’s 
great ccononuc problem, the con- 
tradiction in the capitalist — sys 
tem hes in removing the wage 
system. This is the program of 
the Social Democratic — party.

worth, it is. estimated, about 
$50,000. Their wealth at hand 
consists: pesacipally of $8,000,000 
in cash held by the government, 
and 1,500,000 acres of land, 
most of which they lease. 

It) was through the sale of 
their land in “Kansas several 
years ago that, the Osages were 
started on the highway to their 
great wealth. For this land they 
received. a sum total of $8,000,- 
000, which the gosrnment has 
since held for them in trust, pay- 
ing to them quarterly the inter- 
est, amounting annually to $400- 
000; or $222 for each man, wom- 
an and child. Of the 1,500,000 
acres of land which they have re- 
tained, they lease 600,000 acres 
for grazing, at an annual rental 
of $120,000, which, added to the 
interest on their money at Wash- 
ington, makes a revenue cf a 
little more than $300 for each 
man, woman and child, or over 
$1,500 a year for each family of 
five or more. One family of | fif- 
teen, for instance, receeving $4,- 
500 a year without having to do 
a tap of work. At $5.00 an acre 
—a small valuation for land in 
that section—the Osage grounds 
are worth $7,500,000, or $4,176 
per capita. This added to the 
$4,444 in cash, makes a total of 
$8,610 owned by each individual; 
and those who care to can grow 
constantly richer from the incre- 
ment.

As far cast as 
lot, Where the Eskimos a 
fey missionaries reign supreme, 
there are immense areas which 
ought to be turned to some at- 
cotint for. the good of Canada and, 
humanity in general, says the To- 
ronto Mail and Empire. It seems 
to be possible to grow high-class. 
grains and vegetables up as far 
as the Arctic circle. The Canad- 
ian government insfiector of In- 
dian posts, who was recently in 
Ottawa, exhibited vegetables 
grown at Fort McPherson that 
would have done credit to a 
southern Ontario farm. Territory 
capable of producing foodstuffs 
has an assured future, but it is 
the great Arctic wastes, where 
now the trapper and hunter and 
nomad Eskimos alunc disturb the 
solitude, that will in future years 
be the subject of statesmanlike 
concern. The most obvious of all 
uses is the propagation of domes- 
ticated reindeer to furnish nour- 
ishing meat to a population that 
inust have meat to exist. In fact, 
the reindeer is said by some ex- 
perts to be the coming rival of 
the beef animals of our civiliza- 
tion. It, may yet furnish the 
meat our exhausting commercial 
processes would deprive us of by 
the. depletion of the cattle sup- 
plies of the world. 

An interesting monogram on 
the subject of reindeer propaga- 
tion and its possibilitics has 
been written at the request of 
Premier Borden, by Mr. Conrad 
Siem, of New York. Mr. Siem 
was in the early nineties manag- 


ing owner of trading posts in 
Alaska, and while there was at- 
tracted by the proposftion § that 


the domesticated reindeer of Si- 
beria should be imported in suf- 
ficient numbers into Alaska to 
form a food reserve of incalcul- 
able value to the mining popula- 
(tion. He undertook t» carry out 
a scheme of bartering for rein- 
deer with the Siberian nomads, 
and enlisted the support of a 
high church official who had been 
superintending mission work in 
Alaska. The churchman appropri- 
ated the idea and campaigned in 
the United States on behalf of 
the reindeer propagation move- 
ment, finally inducing the United 
States government to get Rus- 
sia’s consent to the export of do- 
mesticated reindcer from the Si- 
berian nomads’ herds. The no- 
mads, the Tschukscheets, were 
averse to selling reindeer for ex- 
port because it would lessen their 
| trade in reindeer hides for the 
Eskimos of the North American 
| continent, but finally an Ameri- 
jcan government pune sta- 
| tion was established, in charge of 
Mr. Siem. After much — trouble 
and somc_ risk, he had collected 
several hundred deer and_ condi- 
tions began to look promising. 
But, through mishap, the trans- 
ports which were to have come 
for the deer did not arrive until 
very late. The Spanish-American 
war diverted attention. Then, 
after being transported, the deer 
were driven a thousand miles in 
Alaska to Port Barrow, where 
whaling crews were reported to 
be staying, but of course this 
was a failure. Stories of star#- 
ing miners stirred the United 
States congress to appropriate 
$500,000 to buy more deer in 
Lapland. These starved to death 
on the sterile Alaskan coast. 
Then it transpired that the 
treasury department had not ob- 
tained Russian permission for the 


exportation of the deer after all, | 


and the United States had to re 
place them. The mix-up was 
complete and pave the deer 
portation such a black eye, that 
it was dropped with a thud. The 
net result of the mismanagement 
of the whole scheme was the clos 
ing of the Siberian outlet for the 
deer and the formation of an un 
sympathetic public opinion on 
the scheme. But, as Mr. Siem 
points out, the flasco does not 
alter the merits of the reindeer 
as food animals, or their value 
in countries where conditions are 
the counterpart of Siberian con 
ditions

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Calumet, Mich., Dec. 24.—Four 
score persois, mostly children, 
were killed; tonight at a Xmas 
celebration by Copper mine strik- 
érs in an Ttavian hall because of 
a needless panic caused by-a false 
alarin of fire. t 

While several hundred’ miners 
and their. wives looked on the 
children pressed eagerly towards 
the stage to receive Christmas 
presents. In an instaft a man 
put his head in at the door and 
yelled. “‘Fire.”’ The cry was tak- 
en up by those in the hall. Ev- 
eryone started for the doors. The 
weaker. ones were thrown to the 
floor and those behind tried to 
climb ‘over those ahead of them. 
The stairway and other avenues 
of egréss were blocked so effect- 
ively. that those inside could not 
get out and those without could 
not get in to aid the panic-strick- 


en crowd in the hall. It was 
some time before the panic sub- 
sided, 

The alarm was spread _ outside 
the hall. by a few who had __ been 
near the door, and had escaped 


unhurt. A crowd soon assembled 
and the. work of clearing the hall 
was begun. The principal exit 
was a narrow stairway at the 
back of the hall. When this, had 
been cleared of the bodies that 
filled it to the top, and quick ac 
counting had been made, it was 
found that 74 corpses had been 
piled up beside the hall building. 
It is thought a dozen others were 
carried away by friends.

It 
was realized too late that, there 
was no fire, but most of those 
in the hall could not get out of 
the jam that they had caused. 

Policemen and firemen hurried 
to the building to find the hall 
congested. Several officers climb- 


eetied by mothers and 
away, only to be ireturned later 
b the parents who had fotind 
their own offsprings safe, In other 
cases parents ran about. for some 
time uncertain whether their 
children. were dead or alive: 
Many mothers fainted, while oth- 
ers. cursed all those who inter-

Passing Events 


Baron Von Forstner, the fool- 
ish young lieutenant of the 99th 


Infantry who caused so much 
trouble at Sabern in Alsace by 
his insolent behavior to the citi- 
zens, and almost brought about 
a political crisis, has been found 
guilty ‘by a court martial: in 
Strassburg of cutting down with 
his sword a lame shoemaker of 
Sabern on Dec. 2nd, and sentenc- 
ed to 43 days’ imprisonment. The 
formal charge against him was 
wilful assault and causing great 
bodily harm by the illegal use of 
his weapon. Forstner’s military 
career is now ended. 

The New York Committee on 
the Prevention of Blindness has 
issued a report of grave import 
in which it is stated that more 
than half the trouble in the eyes 
of men in that city may be trac- 
ed to the barber shop. It is al- 
leged that bay rum and other 
face lotions tised in sOme shops 
contain a large percentage of 
wood alcohol which is a serious 
cause of eye trouble, this alcohol 
being well known to have a most 
dangerous effect upon the eye. 
There is a Jaw-prohibiting the use 
of such lotions, but the commit- 
tee finds that it is rarely en- 
forced. 

King Alfonso of Spain has sign- 
ed a decree giving administrative 
home rule to Catalonia and oth- 
er regions. The decree does not 
gragt full autonomy, but is re- 
garded as the first step toward 
total control, which has long been 
demanded by Catalonia. 

The Grand Duke Boris of Rus- 
sia has been vindicated in a 
London Court presided over by 
Sir Rufus Isaacs, the Lord Chief 
Justice, of the charges of coward- 
ice and misconduct during the 
war with Japan, made by the 
Frank Munsey Publishing Com- 
pany.
